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How to use this book 


I have divided this book into seven sections. It seemed appropriate to arrange this volume 
differently from the two previous ones. Europe and the Arab World are both geographical units 
in addition to having political ties, and I therefore grouped the Ministers together by office: the 
Prime Ministers of all the countries are followed by the Foreign Ministers of all the countries, and 
so on. The Commonwealth is so scattered that it seemed better to complete each section of countries 
before moving on to the next. 

Group A consists of the “Old Commonwealth’—those countries which had governments before 
1939. This comprises Great Britain, Canada, Australia, New Zealand, South Africa and (Southern) 
Rhodesia. I have listed Heads of State or Governors, Premiers, Ministers of Foreign Affairs, Defence, 
the Interior, and Finance. British Home Secretaries have been omitted as they were not particularly 
relevant in this connection. In their place I have put the Secretaries of State for the Colonies and 
Dominions and their successors. 

Group B contains the countries of Asia. These are India, Pakistan, Burma, Ceylon, Malaya, 
Singapore, and Bangladesh. The first part gives the Viceroys, Secretaries of State for India and Burma, 
and the Governors of Burma, Ceylon and the Straits Settlements. After that, Heads of State follow 
in the normal sequence. 

In Group C will be found the Mediterranean States—Gibraltar, Malta, Cyprus and Palestine/Israel. 

Group D consists of the West and East African members of the Commonwealth—Nigeria, Gold 
Coast/Ghana, Gambia, Sierra Leone, Kenya, Uganda and Tanganyika/Tanzania. 

Group E lists the States of Southern Africa—Mauritius, Nyasaland/Malawi, Northern Rhodesia/ 
Zambia, and the former High Commission territories of Lesotho, Botswana and Swaziland. 

Group F contains those Caribbean States which have either achieved independence or have an 
almost complete Cabinet system. These are Bahamas, Barbados, British Guiana/Guyana, British 
Honduras, Jamaica, and Trinidad and Tobago. As with all the previous Groups, the Ministers are 
listed in the normal sequence except that there are no Ministers of Defence. Where the post exists, 
it has always—except for a very short period in Jamaica—been held by the Prime Minister. 

Group G is a mixture, for it contains all the States for which the standard list of five leading 
Ministers is not appropriate. Firstly there is the Pacific, for which the Rulers and Premiers of Tonga, 
the High Commissioners for the Western Pacific, the Governors and Premiers of Fiji, the President 
of Nauru, and the Rulers and Premiers of Western Samoa, are given. These are followed by the 
Premiers or Chief Ministers of the Canadian Provinces, the Australian States, the Indian States, the 
Leeward and Windward Islands, and the book concludes with Malayan Sultans. 

Each Minister is listed with the date of his assumption of office, and each new page begins with 
the names of those whose appointments were the last to be announced for those offices. Each Minister 
should be assumed to have continued in power until a new name appears in his column. On a new 
page only the last name is given, and for his full name it will be necessary to turn back to the date 
of his appointment. An example will show how the book works. Let us assume that it is desired to find 
out who was the Canadian Minister of Foreign Affairs at the time of the Suez Crisis of November 
1956. Canada is in Group A, and one turns to the Minister of Foreign Affairs in that section. The 
first appointment after November 1956 is that of John Diefenbaker on 21 June 1957. The name given 
above his is that of the Minister in power before him: Pearson. By turning back, one can see that his 
full name was Lester Bowles Pearson, and that he was appointed on 10 September 1948. 
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Introduction 


This book is the third of a series designed to list the leading Ministers of the greater part of the 
world. The conception of grouping these countries together needs no apology: one reads of meetings 
of Commonwealth Heads of Government, of the Finance Ministers, and there are frequent exchanges 
of visits on a bilateral basis. The title British Empire and Successor States does, however, require 
explanation. In the past decade South Africa, Rhodesia and Pakistan have left the Commonwealth 
and it would be absurd to pretend that by this action these States ceased to exist. Their Ministers 
often continued in close contact with their former partners. I have also included two other States 
which occupy territory that once was red on the map, but which have never been part of the 
Commonwealth since achieving independence. Burma still has relations with its Commonwealth 
neighbours and it seemed useful, although extremely difficult, to list is Ministers. Israel, although I 
do not regard it as the legitimate successor of the whole of the Palestine Mandate, is part of the 
Mediterranean world—all of those other members are to be found either in Volume I or Volume II. 

In order to avoid excessive bulk, I have restricted these tables to officials of primary importance. 
I have listed Heads of State or Governors, Premiers, Ministers of Foreign Affairs, Defence, the 
Interior and Finance. Where there has been an interregnum, I have not recorded the fact but merely 
listed the new incumbents on the day on which they took office. This is in no sense a history of the 
Commonwealth and I have restricted notes to a minimum. Thus, as a colony moved towards 
independence its political leader might become First Minister, then Chief Minister, then Premier, 
and finally Prime Minister. If details of this process are required they can easily be found in standard 
reference books. I have, however, noted the change of a Governor into a Governor-General or a 
Governor-General into a President because these are major steps towards independence. Any 
appointment after a State left the Commonwealth has been put in italics so as to make the position 
clearer. Thus, the name of Ian Smith does not appear in italics when he took office because Rhodesia 
was then still in the Commonwealth. References to him and his Ministers after the Unilateral 
Declaration of Independence, however, are italicised. When a Minister died in office I have not listed 
a short vacancy in a post. When a new Minister has been appointed ad interim I have indicated this 
with an asterisk if he did not subsequently keep the portfolio, but if he was later confirmed in office, 
I have merely put the first date. 

It has not been possible to be entirely consistent in giving dates because weeks and even months 
sometimes elapsed between the announcement of an appointment and the actual assumption of 
office. In the days before air travel as much as six months may have passed between the nomination 
of a new Governor-General of Australia and his arrival in Canberra. As far as possible I have given 
the date of the taking of the oath of office. Similarly widely varying dates are given for Malayan 
rulers—in one case four years seem to have separated the succession of a Raja and his formal 
coronation. Either date may be given by the sources but I have always tried to give the earlier. 
Similarly, it has not been possible always to be consistent with the spelling of names—particularly 
for countries where other alphabets are used. In general I have tried to find the name in an official 
publication and to use that version of it. 

While, naturally, all mistakes are my own, I should like to record my thanks for help on specific 
points to the offices of the High Commissioners for New Zealand, Malawi, Botswana, and Lesotho. 
Also the Ministry of Defence of Rhodesia kindly answered questions on dates for me. I am very grateful 
to the staff of the Official Publications Room of Cambridge University Library who staggered uncom- 
plainingly under huge burdens of Gazettes and Year Books for me. These were the main sources of 
this book.

From June 1917 he and his successors had the title of Governor-General. 


Sir John Kennedy and his two immediate successors were Governors of Southern 
Rhodesia. From 1953 to December 1963 there were also Governors-General of the 
Federation of Rhodesia and Nyasaland. These were Lord Llewellin (appointed 4 Sept- 
ember 1953) and Lord Dalhousie (appointed 24 April 1957). Sir Humphrey Gibbs acted 
as Governor-General in the summer of 1963. 


Sir Humphrey Gibbs remained nominally Governor of Rhodesia until 24 June 1969. In 
practice the Government of Ian Smith ignored him after the declaration of U.D.I. in 
November 1965. 


Swart assumed office as President of the Republic of South Africa on 31 May 1961. He 
had previously been Governor-General. 


Dupont was appointed Officer Administering the Government after U.D.I. He became 
President in March 1970. 


Dr Theophilus Ebenaeser Dénges was elected President but was too ill to assume 
office. Naudé acted until there was a new election. 


When the Federation of Rhodesia was established Huggins became its Prime Minister. 
He assumed office on 7 September 1953 and was succeeded by Sir Roy Welensky on 

1 November 1956. He remained in office until the dissolution of the Federation in 
December 1963. 


The Canadians listed until 1920 are Secretaries of State. They sometimes seem to have 
had the additional office of Minister for External Affairs and at other times the latter 
post does not seem to have been filled. 


The Portfolio of External Affairs of the Federation was always held by the Prime 
Minister. Therefore it was Sir Godfrey Huggins (7 September 1953 to 1 November 
1956) and Sir Roy Welensky (1 November 1956 to 31 December 1963). 


. During the First World War the Canadians had two Ministers of War, one of whom was 


stationed in Europe. Sir Albert Kemp served in the post abroad until 1920. 


. After the outbreak of the Second World War, the Prime Minister, Menzies, assumed re- 


sponsibility for the Co-ordination of Defence. 


. The Prime Minister, Curtin, was Minister for Defence until 15 August 1946. 


This and subsequent names are those of Ministers of Defence. The Secretary of State 
for War ceased to be a member of the Cabinet. 


The Ministers of Defence of the Federation of Rhodesia and Nyasaland were Sir 
Godfrey Huggins (7 September 1953 to 1 November 1956), Sir Roy Welensky (1 November 
1956 to 4 June 1959), John Caldicott (4 June 1959 to 3 May 1962) and Sir Malcolm 
Barrow (3 May 1962 to 31 December 1963). 


Leggate was the first Minister of the Interior. Before July 1933 he and his predeces- 
sors were entitled Colonial Secretary. 


Since this appointment I have not found a Minister of the Interior in any Canadian 
Cabinet list. 


Lord Addison and his successors bore the title of Secretary of State for Commonwealth 
Relations from 2 July 1947. 


The Ministers of the Interior of the Federation of Rhodesia and Nyasaland were Julian 
Greenfield (28 January 1954 to 7 January 1955), Frank Stephen Owen (7 January 1955 to 
1 November 1956), Sir Malcolm Barrow (1 November 1956 to 3 May 1962) and Julian 
Greenfield again (3 May 1962 to 31 December 1963). 


From 1942 to 1944 Walter Nash was Minister in Washington while still nominally 
Minister of Finance. The Prime Minister, Fraser, acted as Minister of Finance.

The Ministers of Finance of the Federation of Rhodesia and Nyasaland were Sir 
Donald McIntyre (17 December 1953 to 3 September 1962 ) and Sir John Caldicott 
(3 September 1962 to 31 December 1963). 


Lord Ampthill acted as Viceroy from 20 April to 13 December 1904. 
Monck-Mason Moore became Governor-General on 4 February 1948. 
Lord Mountbatten became Governor-General of India after partition. 


Lord Listowel ceased to be Secretary of State for India on 15 August 1947. He re- 
mained Secretary of State for Burma until 4 January 1948. 


MacDonald and Scott were Governors-General and High Commissioners for South East 
Asia. At the same time there were Governors and High Commissioners for Malaya. 
They were Sir Edward Gent (appointed 29 January 1946), Sir Henry Gurney (appointed 
1 October 1948), General Sir Gerald Templer (appointed 15 January 1952) and Sir 
Donald McGillivray (1 June 1954 to 31 August 1957)

Malaysian Heads of State are elected from among the Rulers for a period of five 
years. 


Mr Gopallawa became President of Sri Lanka on 22 May 1972. 


The Government formed on 1 September 1946 was for an undivided India. This incum- 
bent continued to hold the same post after partition. 


Aung San was officially Deputy Chairman of the Executive Council of which the 
Governor was Chairman. 


Thakin Nu was known as U Nu after March 1952. 


A Government of Bangladesh in exile was formed on 11 April 1971. All its members, 
with the exception of the Foreign Minister, K. M. Ahmed, continued to hold office when 
it moved to Dacca in December 1971. 


Ministers were abolished with the declaration of Martial Law. The President assumed 
control of Foreign Affairs and Defence. 


All Ministries were abolished with the declaration of Martial Law. 


From 1959 until 1970 Singapore had a Minister of the Interior who was also Minister of 
Defence. The names listed are those of the Minister of Home Affairs. 


A member of the Government of all-India who did not continue in the same office after 
partition. 


Stevenson was appointed Governor on 1 May 1925. Before that he and his predecessors 
had been High Commissioners. 


The post of Prime Minister was abolished when its incumbent became Head of State. 


After the outbreak of communal violence in Cyprus Turkish Ministers ceased to 
exercise their functions although they were nominally still in charge of their Depart- 
ments. Georghadjis acted as Minister of Defence from 1 July 1964. 


Denton was the first Governor of Gambia. His predecessors were styled Administrator. 
Bell was the first Governor of Uganda. His predecessors were styled Commissioner. 


The colony of Nigeria came into existence on 1 January 1914, created from the two 
Protectorates of Northern and Southern Nigeria. The High Commissioners of Northern 
Nigeria from 1900 were Sir Frederick Lugard (until September 1906), Sir Percy 
Girouard (from 1907), Sir Hesketh Bell (from 30 December 1909) and Sir Frederick 
Lugard again from September 1912. The High Commissioners for Southern Nigeria from 
1900 were Sir Ralph Moor (until 1903), Sir Walter Egerton (from 3 Apr 1904) and Sir 
Frederick Lugard from September 1912. 


Macpherson was Governor-General from 1 October 1954. 


Arden-Clarke was Governor-General from 6 March 1957. 
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Turnbull was Governor-General from 9 December 1961. 

Became President on this date. 

Dr Azikiwe, appointed as Governor General, became President on 1 October 1963. 
Coutts became Governor-General on 9 October 1962. 

Paul became Governor-General on 17 February 1965. 


Nyerere became President of Tanganyika on that date. On 27 April 1964 he became 
President of the United Republic of Tanganyika and Zanzibar, and the name of this 
State was changed to Tanzania on 29 October 1964. The Sultans of Zanzibar in this 
century have been Hamoud bin Mohammed, Ali bin Hamoud (succeeded 18 August 1902), 
Sir Khalifa bin Harub (succeeded 15 November 1911), Sir Abdullah bin Khalifa (succee- 
ded 17 October 1960) and Jamshid bin Abdullah (succeeded 1 July 1963). A Revolution 
broke out on 12 January 1964 when Sheikh Obeid Karume became President. After the 
union with Tanganyika, although nominally First Vice President of Tanzania, he con- 
tinued to exercise effective power in Zanzibar until his murder in April 1972. Aboud 
Jumbe was appointed to succeed him on 12 April 1972. The Prime Ministers of Zanzi- 
bar have been Sheikh Muhammad Shamte Hamadi (appointed 5 June 1961) and Sheikh 
Abdullah Kassim Hanga (appointed 12 January 1964). 


MacDonald became Governor-General on 12 October 1963. 

General Ironsi's title was President of the Supreme Military Council. 

General Ankrah's title was Chairman of the National Liberation Council. 
General Gowon's title was Chairman of the Federal Military Government. 
Colonel Juxon-Smith's title was Chairman of the National Reformation Council. 
Colonel Acheampong's title was Chairman of the National Redemption Council. 


From July 1954 until the military coup of 19 January 1966 there were Premiers for the 
three Regions of Nigeria. These were: 


(a) Eastern Region

Jan 1960 Dr Michael Okpara 
(b) Northern Region

May 1962 Post abolished—state of emergency

In January 1966 Military Governors were appointed. 


In April 1962 Jomo Kenyatta and Ronald Ngalo became in effect joint Heads of 
Government. This arrangement lasted until June 1963 when Kenyatta became sole 
Prime Minister. 


The post was abolished after a military coup. 


Odaka was appointed Minister of State on this date to deal with Foreign Affairs and was 
later formally appointed Minister of Foreign Affairs. 


President Kenyatta remained Minister of Foreign Affairs until 1969 but the Ministers 
listed did much of the routine work and were often referred to as Ministers of Foreign 
Affairs. 


Although Sir Dauda Jawara remained formally Minister of Foreign Affairs until 1967, 
much of the routine work was done by Alhaji A. B. Njie, who was often referred to as 
Minister of Foreign Affairs. 


Sokoine was the first head of a separately consituted Ministry of Defence. President 
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Nyerere, Rashidi Kawawa and Oscar Kambona were at times in charge of Defence in 
addition to holding other posts. 


Gambians listed are Ministers of Local Government. 


The date given is that on which Lesotho became an independent State. Moeshoeshoe II 
had been Chief of the Basuto people since he came of age in February 1960. 


The date given is that on which Swaziland became an independent State. Sobhuza II had 
been Chief of the Swazi people since 1921. 


Sir Seretse Khama has been Minister of Foreign Affairs since September 1966. He has 
been assisted by the following Ministers of State: Moutlakgola Nwako (appointed 
September 1966), E. Setlhomo Masisi (appointed October 1969) and Bakwena Kgari 
(appointed April 1972). These have sometimes been referred to as Ministers of Foreign 
Affairs. 


In Malawi the Ministry of Home Affairs was abolished and separate Ministers for the 
Regions appointed. With a Minister a Local Government. 


Blackburne became Governor-General on 6 August 1962. 
Hochoy became Governor-General on 31 August 1962. 


On the formation of the Federation of the West Indies in April 1958, Sir Grantley Adams 
became Federal Prime Minister. Foreign Affairs and Defence were left in the hands of 
officials, there was no Minister of the Interior. The Minster of Finance was Robert 
Bradshaw, subsequently Premier of St Kitts. These two remained in office until the 
dissolution of the Federation in 1962. The Governor-General was Lord Hailes. 


Although Burnham remained Foreign Minister until 1972, he was assisted firstly by 
Deeoroop Mahraj and then by S.S. Ramphal. These were sometimes referred to as 
Ministers of Foreign Affairs. 


Western Samoa had joint Heads of State until the death of Tupua Tamasa Mea'ole on 
5 April 1963. After that date Malietoa Tanumafili II was sole Head of State. 


The Ministers in this column were the Chief Ministers of Travancore until 1 July 1949. 
On that date a reorganisation led to the state of Travancore-Cochin. A further re- 
organisation in 1956 led to the creation of the state of Kerala. 


The State of Maharasthra came into existence after the division of the State of Bombay 
into Maharasthra and Gujerat. Chavan who had been chief Minister of Bombay became 
Chief Minister of Maharasthra. 


The name of Madras State was changed to Tamil Nadu in 1968. 
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
